UP AS THE 
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Town Manager Necessary 


We are in favor of town manager. 
/ That decision was reached after careful consideration 


of the manager system of government and sober reflection 


on the system we now have. 

It is true thatno plan created by man is perfect and we 
do not suggest that the manager system will fall into that 
category. llowever, a careful weighing of the two systems 
indicates, to us, that’a manager system will be most ben- 
eficial to the town in the years tocome. 

Our decision is not based on a’ sour-grapes attitude 
toward past town administrations nor on criticism of town 
in finances but rather 


tan 


officials nor on any ‘‘sickness”’ 
on the future of the community — what it will need to keep 
upright and progressive during the lusty period of growth 
which stretches out before us. 

Management of our town affairs appears no longer to 


be a part-time proposition, no matter how capably a part- 
time official may try to fulfill his duties. Selectmen now 
are spending practically a 40-hour week on town affairs 
and we believe it is impractical and unfair for the town to 
expect that sacrifice of personal business. 
Moreover, as the town grows, so do the responsibilities, 
The selectmen will face more work rather than less if 
; they try to continue both as a policy board and adminis- 
trators of that’ policy. 
We feel that a trained administrator — a town manager — 
should be hired, leaving the selectmen more opportunity 
policy 


to exercise their good judgement on matters of 
rather than spending minutes on policy and hours on de- 
tailed administrative labor. 


Better coordination among town boards — something 
even those opposed to town manager may agree to be an 
essential — can best be attained through the manager 


system. 

While some members of town boards agree that cooper- 
ation must exist, there have been several cases in which 
it would seem that better coordination of activities would 
have saved both time and effort. 

The town manager, we believe, will see to it that co- 


operation exists among the various boards, Citizens will 
get quicker action and board members will be better able 
to do their work, knowing that it is not being duplicated 
elsewhere nor being unknowingly hamstrung by contrary 
activities of some other group. 

Planning for the future is part of the manager’s job — a 
field badly neglected here because those responsible 


have been buried deeply in current problems and have 
lacked time, though not the ambition, to devote their ener- 
gies towards plans for 1U years hence. But a manager, 


charged with that responsibility, would have to do it, 
probably with the aid of the planning board and other in- 
terested groups set up for the purpose. 

If we believed that a town manager would fire town 
employees indiscriminately, we would oppose the plan — 
but that, based on experiences in other communities, is 
apparently not the case. 

It would indeed be foolhardy for a manager to do so, 
for he knows, as we do, that any such move would lead 
to chaos rather than harmonious town administration. 

It seems obvious that elected officials who would be 
appointed by the manager need have nothing to fear — for 
they have done a good job and a new manager certainly 
would not fire them in favor of other persons without the 
experience or qualifications. There seems to be little 
possibility, under the system, for a manager to bring in 
‘‘his boys’’ for these jobs because such a move would 
only bring down the wrath of the townspeople and select- 
men around his head. In three cases, as an added safe- 
guard, the selectmen must approve appointments — treas- 


urer, tax collector and town clerk (when that position be- 


comes open after the incumbent retires), 
Other department heads certainly should feel secure 


enough in their jobs. 
We are of the opinion that a provision in the charter 


against dual office holding is generally a good thing — 
but we hope that the final document will make an excep- 
tion in the cases of two incumbents who, under present 
restrictions, would not be allowed to run again while they 
are employed by the town. It would not, we trust, harm 
the over-all charter to make those two exceptions and we 


feel it to be only fair to the two men, who embarked on a 


school committee career, to allow them to continue. 
We suggest that town meeting should amend the ar- 
ticle in the warrant on town manager to add a restriction 


that a public hearing be held by the moderator-appointed 
committee so that all citizens may appear and state their 
opinions on what should or should not be in the charter 


before it is drafted in final form for presentation to the 
legislature. Exceptions such as the one we outlined could 


thus be presented for consideration by the committee. 
In relation to the school committee, the charter removes 
the maintenance and repair of school buildings from that 


committee’s control and it also places new construction 
under the manager — after he has received educational 


specifications and recommendations from the board. Pur- 


chasing of supplies comes under the manager too — but 
only after the school authorities have requisitioned the 
materials. We feel that removing details of building con- 
struction from the committee’s jurisdiction should not 


damage its authority as long as educational matters are 
left in its hands. The purchasing of supplies certainly 
will not be more expensive under the plan while some 
chances to save may present themselves through central 


buying. 


We strongly feel that town manager is the best plan for 
the future — and we urge its adoption. A vote to put the 
matteron the ballot will be the first step in that direction.
